No. 318, A.] [Published June 15, 1955,
CHAPTER 208

AN ACT to amend 85.10 (5a) of the statutes, relating to the definition
of farm trucks.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

85.10 (5a) of the statutes is amended to read:

85.10 (5a) Every motor truck owned and operated by a farmer and
used primarily for the transportation of supplies, farm equipment and
products on the licensee’s farm or between his farms, the transportation
of farm products from the licensee’s farm to market, and the transporta-
tion of supplies to his farm. As used in this subsection, the term “farmer”
shall include persons who are engaged in those activities specified in the
definition of “operation of farm premises” contained in s. 102.04 (4),
provided that such activities are directly or indirectly for the purpose
of producing a commodity or commodities for market, or as an accessory
to such production.
